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Applicant's election of group I, claims 1-93 in the reply filed on 2/28/2007 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated 
as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. As written the claim calls for 
performing steps A, B, C, D, and/or E, leaving two alternatives ABCDE or E. It is 
unclear how step E is performed alone, as there are no measuring steps to 
gather the data. It appears that applicant means to recite performing steps ABC 
and then performing either or both of steps D and E. Clarification is required. 
Either way, it is also unclear why the absolute means pressure is determined and 
what relevance it has to the claimed method, as it is not used in either of the 
recited matrices. 

Claims 1-93 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
Claims 1-93 define over the art in that none of the art determines the balanced 
position of either matrix. However, upon resolution of the indefiniteness issue 
above, the art rejection will be revisited.
